GiRZAAID HIS FOLLOWERS H TEXAS. 


His Force Outnumbers the Scattered 


American Troops Five to One—A 


Fight 
Expected Within 


Twenty-Four Hours. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. PI,—There 


was startling- revolutionary news re- 
ceived at military department head- 
quarters yesterday morning in a dis- 
patch to Gen. David S. Stanley from 
Wm. B. Wheeler, who is temporarily In 
command at Fort Ringgold during the 
absence of Capt. John O. Bourlte, who 
is in tho field. The dispatch states that 
Capt. Bourke, who is Ttl miles from 
Fort King-gold, has just sent word to 
the post by a courier that Catarina 
Garza has united 250 of his men 12 
miles noi-th of the Lopena ranch, and 
the revolutionist leader and his follow- 
ers are desperate and will flg-ht. 


The dispatch btates that Capt. Fran- 


cis 11. Ilai-die has thirty men in his com- 
mand and Capt. Brooks, of the state 
rangers, a force of thirteen men. First 
Lieut. Wm. D. Balch will join Capt. 
Bourke with a troop of thirty-four men 
at Peneno, and an effort was also to be 
made to get word to troop S, which 
should be at Ctu-rizo with forty men. 
Second Lieut. Qeo. T. Langhorne, who 
has twenty-six men with him, is also 
ordered to proceed at <v»ce to join Capt. 
Bourke. 


Gen. Stanley stated yesterday that he 


thought a fight would ensue within the 
next twenty-four hours between tho 
United States troops and the revolu- 
tionists. The Garza men in the section 
around Fort Ringgold outnumber the 
United States troops five to one.

telegraph wires between Fort Ringgold 
and Brownsville gave out yesterday 
and no further official information was 
received here last evening concerning 
the situation. The nearest available 
telegraph station to Capt. Bourke's 
forces is Laredo, a distance of 130 
miles.

The private soldiers in the Mexican 


army are nearly all convicted criminals, 
who instead of being given a term in 
prison are sentenced to serve with the 
military. They are desperate charac- 
ters and are nearly all secret sympa- 
thizers of the revolutionary movement 


Gen. 
Garcia, was one of the most 


prominent and efficient officers in the 
Mexican army and his death at the 
present time is a serious blow to the 
government. Gov. Reles has been in 
constant telegraphic communication 
with President Diaz all day, but the na- 
ture of the dispatches is not known.

THE PRESIDENT AGAIN MEMORIALIZED 


To Interfere to Save the Great Forests 


of the West for the Use of Ail 


the People—The Draft 


of a BUI. 


WAsmxorox, Dec. 31.—The Ameri- 


can Forestry association held a morning 
session at the department of ngricul- 
culture, ycbtorday, and heard the re- 
port of Bevctdl committees, and tlien 
elected officers for the en suing* year. 


The question of a summer meeting 


was discussed at some lengths, and n 
delegate ftoin Minneapolis, on behalf 
of the Minnesota association, extended 
the Forestry association a cordial infi- 
tation to meet at Minneapolis next 
summer, itnd in dwelling' upon the at- 
tractiveness and the great many fea- 
tures of his city, lie aroused a St. Puul 
member to action, and for a time a 
friendly dobato upon the pood quali- 
ties of the Twin Cities took place.
